600 new headings have been added, including up-to-date geographical names and current 
subjects, bringing the total number of subjects to over 2,000. 

The section ‘Subdivision for Local Material’’ has been greatly expanded and given new im- 
portance in a separate section. 

A complete new feature of the revised edition is the ‘‘Partial List of Organizations, etc., 
That Issue Pamphlets”’ which is indexed according to subjects. 

We think the author has made this new edition invaluable to any librarian who has, or who 
contemplates starting a pamphlet file.

‘*Purpose: This book selection guide is formulated for parents, teachers, and librarians who are interested 
in the reading of young people at the elementary and secondary schoollevel. The aim has been to simplify 
the complex problems involved by giving reasons and criteria for choice of material, with attention to the 
educational implications. That necessitates a knowledge of the reading audience, his participation in the 
reading activity, and the materials to meet his moods, emotions, drives, and purposes, as well as a wide 
acquaintance with materials for recreational and factual reading, for the enrichment of subject matter 
taught in the school, and for the reference and research service in the library. The subject is further 
complicated by the effect of the environment on the reader and what is read. Therefore, Book Selection 
cannot be an exact science. 
“Use: The subject is presented in a series of short units, each of which covers a definite phase in book 
selection. Selected units can serve in courses in Literature, and Education at the college level; in Chil- 
dren's Literature courses in Teacher’s Colleges; and in Book Selection courses in Library Schools. School 
librarians will find the material useful in selecting books and in their course, ‘Book and Libraries,’ given 
in =~ and secondary schools. Parent-Teachers groups will find a consideration of selected units 
profitable. 
“Arrangement of Material: In this Guide, the subject of book selection has been analyzed into its com- 
ponent parts. Each part is discussed as a unit. Depenaing on purpose, separate units, a combination of 
units, or the entire book can be used. The units are arranged in alphabetical order in the book.”

CARMA RUSSELL ZIMMERMAN

| In the summer of 1944 the University of 
\Chicago Graduate Library School spon- 
isored a series of lectures on Library Exten- 
\sion: Problems and Solutions. This insti- 
‘tute was scheduled “at a possible turning- 
‘point in library history —a period when 
}librarians are reviewing the successes and 
failures of the past and formulating plans 
for better and more complete service in the 
ifuture.”’ At the opening session of the con- 
ference, Dr. C. B. Joeckel listed five planks 
in the platform of library extension. He 
admitted that the fifth and last plank could 
not ‘‘be easily stated in phraseology appro- 
priate to the year 1944. Quite simply, 
this plank calls for nothing less than a re- 
‘conversion of librarians generally to the old 
j\zeal for library extension which so pro- 
|foundly motivated the early leaders of the 
it 





| 


movement. But as new converts to an old 
faith, we need not speak of library exten- 
sion in the sentimental language of an earlier 
period. We may use modern phrases and 
efficient modern methods, but we need to 
take the old vows, to rouse new enthusiasms 
for a united effort.” 


Had the class voted at the close of the 
conference, the “one most likely to succeed”’ 
in extension work would have been missed 
altogether. Carma Russell Zimmerman at 
that moment was far removed from the room 
full of students and promoters of improved 
library service who were gathered to re- 
dedicate themselves to this ‘‘old zeal for 
library extension.”” As she went about her 
business providing library service to San 
Bernardino, the nation’s largest county 


. (over 20,000 sq. mi.) she was unknowingly 


but very actively preparing herself for these 
new approaches recommended by Dr. 
Joeckel. No crystal gazer had predicted 
that within another year Mrs. Zimmerman 
would become Washington State Librarian, 
and seven years later, in 1951, be recalled to 
the position of California State Librarian, 
probably the only person to have served as 
state librarian of two different states. In 
commissioning Carma Russell Zimmerman 
as the second woman to become state li- 
brarian of California, Governor Earl Warren 
may not have realized that he was also 
appointing the second Oklahoman to hold 
that office, Milton J. Ferguson (California 
state librarian 1917-1929) having been the 
first one. 


Analyzing Mrs. Zimmerman’s background 
as the librarian of the second largest state 
both in size (exceeded only by Texas) and 
population (still exceeded by New York!), 
it soon becomes evident that she is indeed 
eminently qualified for her heavy responsi- 
bilities. With an undergraduate degree from 
Oklahoma State College for Women tucked 
away, Carma Russell set out to California 
and the University of California Library 
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School at Berkeley. At the Berkeley Pub- 
lic Library she collected experience in the 
circulation department, and also acquired a 
master’s degree in history from the Univer- 
sity of California. Then she accepted the 
postion of librarian of the small municipal 
library of Watsonville, California. 


Following a three-year period of home- 
making, Mrs. Zimmerman next turned her 
interest to that field which was to become 
her real life’s work. In 1938 she became 
librarian of Orange County, and after her 
four-year term expired, an appointment to 
San Bernardino County followed. Thus 
she knows the problems of library assistants, 
small town librarians, librarians of small and 
large, rich and poor counties, and of state 
librarians. Few library leaders in extension 


work can point to such a record of experience! 


Yet a mere recital of biographical details 
provides little insight into the mind and 
heart of Carma Zimmerman, who wrote in 
one of her Christmas letters to California 
librarians, “Yes, I confess to becoming a 
librarian because ‘I loved books,’ and have 
found library extension work most satisfy- 
ing because of the opportunity it provides 
for really doing something about helping ail 
people to have access to all the books they 
need and want in their daily lives.” It was 
this ‘‘doing something about” books and 
reading which must have inspired the young 
Carma to turn to California in search of a 
library school. She further confesses that 
she became a librarian without the benefit 
of counselling, vocational guidance or any 
of today’s “helps” to find oneself. Her 
choice of profession came out of a thirst for 
books and reading which was never quenched 
during those growing-up-years on that cen- 
tral Oklahoma farm. Counsellors and re- 
cruiters for library service today will prob- 
ably experience an understandable sense of 
frustration on learning that one of the na- 
tion’s outstanding librarians had never even 
been in a public library until she went to 
Berkeley to attend library school. She had 
visited the Library of Congress on one 
occasion when about 18 years of age and had 
been much impressed — chiefly by the murals 
on the ceiling and the pneumatic tubes no 
longer in use! 


Having never been in a public library and 
having known only three librarians in her 
pre-library school life, it is not surprising 
that she was completely nonplussed to learn 
that there was a “stereotype” librarian. Of 
the three she had known, one had been glam- 
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orous, one she had sensed to be superior in- 
tellectually, and the third she hadn’t known 
very well at all — for how can one know the 
girl friend of a much older brother? So no 
wonder that it took her years to discover 
what people were talking about when they 
discussed this horrible stereotype. Carma, 
the wide-eyed new student, (and one of her 
friends claims that Mrs. Zimmerman can 
still use the wide-eyed technique on occasion) 
was convinced that bringing good books to 
people who wanted them would be the most 
exciting thing in the world. In her youth 
getting even a single good book to read had 
meant a great effort and major achievement. 
This Californian-to-be just naturally as- 
sumed that only the most interesting people 
would choose to be a librarian — and she 
wanted very much to be one of that group. 


Nor did this recruit-without-benefit-of- 
counselling have the slightest idea how 
salaries of librarians compared with those of 
other professions. In fact, salary was no 
consideration at all. She just assumed that 
it would be enough to live on and let it go at 
that. Even today she continues to be 
amazed at hearing some one choose librari- 
anship as a career in order to “get ahead 
faster because of weak competition.” Being 
so sold on her choice of her life’s work, this 
statement actually shocks her and still seems 
to her to be the wrong, the worst possible way 
to choose one’s life’s work. 


Carma Russell was an idealist, just as 
there must still be many young idealists 
ready to enter our profession today who 
aren't all calculating their future activities 
exclusively in dollars and cents. Mrs. Zim- 
merman has, of course, learned since that 
good salaries are important and desirable, 
and her sense of fairness demands both 
“equal pay for equal work”’ and that librari- 
anship be recognized for its worth to society. 
The California State Librarian doesn’t think 
that librarians should indulge themselves in 
too much overestimation of their place in our 
community life, but should work to put 
solid reality into their dreams of what libra- 
ries can and should be. To her practical 
mind there is no sense in floating around 
misty mountain tops of rhetoric and senti- 
mentalism as a substitute for real achieve- 
ment and a sound library program. 


That real achievement is Mrs. Zimmer- 
man’s constant goal can be sensed in all of 
her written and spoken words. During her 
term as Washington State Librarian (1945- 
1951) she worked unceasingly toward 
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achieving greater cooperation among inde- 
pendent and affiliated libraries in the state 
and was able to develop revised legislation 
designed to strengthen regional library 
service. As president of the Pacific North- 
west Library Association (1950-51) she fur- 
thered the cause of library extension by her 
contributions to the plans for a regional de- 
velopment committee. That program be- 
gun in 1949 and 1950 culminated this year 
when PNLA received $60,000 from the Ford 
Foundation for a survey of Pacific North- 
west libraries under the direction of the 
University of Washington Library School. 
During her current term as president of the 
California Library Association (a miniature 
ALA), Mrs. Zimmerman is pointing out to 
the membership that ‘Progress is a Com- 
plicated Thing,” but that eventually ALL 
library service in California can be improved. 
the hopes that “large group steps” will help 
So achieve this goal. 


Professionally, there is no question but 
that Carma Zimmerman will be remembered 
as one of the leaders in American library 
service today. She has the initial advan- 
tage of a striking appearance and an arrest- 
ing vibrancy that attracts attention to her, 
and she is always ready and able to hold 
that attention by having something of im- 
portance to contribute to any discussion. 
She speaks well on all important library sub- 
jects and related matters and has even been 
assigned to represent California’s Governor 
Knight on occasions. Friends say, to tease 
her, that she can scarcely wish librarians 
“Merry Christmas” without throwing in a 
wish for bigger and better libraries in the 
years to come! Larger-units-of-library-serv- 
ice is her trade-mark and her activities on 
its behalf have the force of a crusader’s zeal 
back of them. 


For this reason Mrs. Zimmerman proved 
to be an excellent emissary sent by the 
American Library Association to Germany 
to be consultant to West German public 
libraries in 1952. She is also representing 
librarianship in a most creditable fashion in 
her three-year appointment as a member of 
the DACOWITS (Defense Advisory Com- 
mittee on Women in the Services), a group 
of top level women from all walks of life and 
all interests who meet regularly to advise 
the Department of Defense and inspect mili- 
tary installations where women serve with 
the armed forces. 


Lest the impression get about that Mrs. 
Zimmerman’s life is dedicated exclusively 
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to library improvement, mention must be 
made of daughter Rita, entering Benning- 
ton College as a freshman this fall. Mother 
and daughter have developed a most con- 
genial relationship, each carrying her share 
of relatively heavy responsibilities (Rita is 
an accomplished pianist), interspersed by 
occasional visits to Oklahoma “kinfolks”’ 
who have by this time spilled over into 
Texas. 


Carma Zimmerman “attracts good for- 
tune” her friends claim and as proof they 
cite the brief trip to Hawaii a few years ago. 
Through no fault of hers, Mrs. Zimmerman 
literally missed the boat, but caught up with 
it out at the breakwater. The captain 
ordered the ship stopped and the “‘captain’s 
gig’’ lowered to bring her aboard. The gig 
and all was then lifted out of the water on 
giant hooks and swung to the top deck, 
where Mrs. Zimmerman climbed out and 
into an adjacent lifeboat, then over the side 
of that onto the deck. All this in full view 
of 600 pairs of eyes of crew and passengers 
on all decks. Trying to be as calm and non- 
chalant as possible under the circumstance, 
she announced as she stepped out, ‘Well, 
here I am.”’ Thereafter, whenever she in- 
troduced herself during the rest of the voy- 
age with the customary ‘I am Carma Zim- 
merman,” the reply invariably was “Yes, I 
know.”” Carma Zimmerman needs no intro- 
duction to thousands of librarians, particu- 
larly those devoted to extending and improv- 
ing library service. And since every type of 
library, not merely those currently termed 
municipal, county and regional public libra- 
ries, has its peculiar extension problems, 
many more thousands will in time be able to 
echo that “Yes, I know” to the lasting benefit 
of all readers.

NEW BOOKS BY LIBRARIANS 
Cremons, Harry. The University of Virginia 
Library, 1825-1950: Story of a Jeffersonian Founda- 
tion. The dramatic history of the first century and a 
uarter of the library, of which Thomas Jefferson was 
the architect and founder, is here outlined. In the 
first 122 pages the story is graphically told of the 
founding of the library, unique in its day, and of the 
vicissitudes of the first hundred years from its con- 
ception through the war years of 1861-1865, the burn- 
ing of the Rotunda with the loss of most of the original 
volumes selected by Jefferson, through the year 1925. 
A brief biographical sketch of each of the first nine 
librarians follows, in which the restricted concept of 
librarianship of the period is shown. The rest of the 
book covers the years 1925-1950, under the librarian- 
ship of Mr. Clemons (from 1927), the tenth and first 
professionally-trained librarian, “who with unerring 
instinct seized upon the best traditions of Virginia and 
of Jefferson and reincarnated them in an institution.” 
It tells of the mammoth task of re-organization, con- 
struction of the new building, and the growth in the 
rare books and special collections of Jeffersoniana, 
Virginiana, and Americana. In a foreword by Dumas 
Malone glowing tribute is paid to the author, Harry 
Clemons, as a man and as librarian, and the change in 
the concept of librarianship and the expansion of 
library service under his inspired leadership. Mr. 
Malone says that “if Jefferson were now to visit the 
library he founded he would find the Alderman library 
as thousands of students and researchers have found 
it, a free and happy place, one in which more warmth 
and courtesy and sheer human kindness is shown than 
is commonly encountered.”

The Dramatic Works of 
Thomas Dekker: Vol. II. Professor Bowers’s second 
volume of Dekker’s plays includes Parts I and II of 
The Honest Whore, The Magnificent Entertainment, 
Westward Ho, Northward Ho, and The Whore of Baby- 
lon; three of these were written in collaboration with 
fellow Elizabethan playwrights Thomas Middleton 
and John Webster. As in the previous volume, the 
editor has written a textual introduction, varyin 
from 17 pages to a page and a half, analyzing a | 
play and giving the circumstances of publication and 
transmission of the text. The original 17th century 
title-page of each play is reproduced in facsimile. 
There are textual notes and other scholarly apparatus 
all done with the care and accuracy one has come to 
expect from a foremost bibliographical expert. The 
complete critical old-spelling text of the ordinarily 
accepted Dekker canon, with a few uncollected plays 
meriting inclusion, will probably occupy four volumes. 
The term definitive is surely applicable to this attrac- 
tive edition of one of the hitherto least accessible of the 
prominent Elizabethans.

Gassner, Joun. Masters of the Drama: the Story 
of the Theatre and Its Creators from Primitive Man 
to the Present Day (Third edition, revised and en- 
larged). This new edition of John Gassner’s one- 
volume history of world theatre and drama, presents 
a vivid picture of the theatre and is the only American 
history of world drama currently available. The 
main feature of this edition is a section of 56 pages 
(Chapter XX XI) on post War World II theatre. This 
chapter is divided into twelve sections; a brief intro- 
duction, followed by analyses of the Work of Lorca, 
and of Brecht and Zuckerman; five sections on French 
theatre, two sections on English post-war theatre, and 
two sections on American theatre and drama. The 
picture section has been expanded and now contains 
77 photographs and drawings, with a textual com- 
mentary added. Two of these sections are new, one 
containing photographs of thirty-five dramatists from 
Aeschylus to Arthur Miller; the other, an Album of 
Modern Stage Productions from Ghosts to Member of 
the Wedding. The supplement, Theatre and Man in 
the Western World, the bibliographies and indices 
have been brought up-to-date. Readers of this 
volume will find it a fascinating chronicle of the 
theatre and of the history of civilization.

Containing all significant Chau- 
cerian scholarship of the past 45 years, Professor 
Griffith’s revision of his 1926 Chaucer bibliography has 
been brought up to date and enlarged from 148 to 398 
pages. The new edition supplements Eleanor Pres- 
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cott Hammond’s Chaucer: A Bibliographical Manual 
(Macmillan, 1908) and Caroline Spurgeon’s Five 
Hundred Years of Chaucer Criticism and Allusions: 
1357-1900 (Cambridge, 1925), and supersedes less 
well known lists by W. E. Martin (Duke, 1935) 
Bernard R. Berelson (Washington, 1937), and Howard 
Johnson Heaney (Cornell, 1941). Scholars need now 
only consult Hammond, Spurgeon, and Griffith. 
Items are arranged alphabetically in some 20 sections:

ROSE TERRY COOKE: A BIBLIOGRAPHY

No substantial study has ever been made of the life and work of Rose Terry Cooke (1827-1892) whose 
stock in trade was writing tales of New England country and village life for leading magazines of the day. For 


nearly forty years Mrs.

A true daughter of New England, Rose Terry Cooke was industrious and indefatigable, and she had a

periods of illness, family differences, and economic difficulties. 


For her contributions to Lippincott’s, Harper's, 


The Atlantic Monthly, The Galaxy, Putnam's, and other magazines, critics have placed Mrs. Cooke with pioneers 


of the American short story and with our first local colorists. 


In fact, one critic said: ‘‘Much of Mrs. Cooke’s 


best work was done at least a decade before the timely appearance of Harte’s Luck of Roaring Camp .. ." 


Because the writings of this transitional figure continue to interest anthologists and literary historians,
